Fulton Grand Jury Urges 
More Realistic Approach 


The May-June Fulton County Grand 
Jury said in its final presentments it was 
“deeply shocked” by the murder of a 
young girl at Rome by a “paroled sex 
criminal.” The jury urged more realistic 
court sentences and more intelligent han- 
diing of probation and paroles. 

It is good to have this emphasis. 

The facts are that existing legislation 
really does not permit realistic procedure. 
The former convict arrested for the sex 
murder was paroled last December. The 
present parole and probation board is 
seeking to advance a more comprehensive 
and workable plan in both fields. 

One trouble with the legislation on sex 
crimes is that it is itself unrealistic in the 
light of modern knowledge. It tends to 
make the law largely revengeful, not 
corrective

Phil Campbell Gives 
Good Advice on Milk 


Milk is the subject of an editorial in 
the June 29 issue of the Georgia Farmers 
Market Bulletin. This is a signed edi- 
torial by Phil Campbell, commissioner of 
agriculture. 

What it says in substance is that it 
would profit the milk industry to concen- 
trate on better merchandising of their 
product instead of fighting over control 
of the limited market that now exists.

creasing per person consumption of milk. 
I urge them to apply themselves toward 
providing ways and means to have milk 
available to people when and where peo- 
ple have the desire for milk. 

“This I urge the milk industry to con- 
centrate on and work on, rather than to 
indulge merely in campaigns to take cus- 
tomers away from each other within the 
industry.”

For many years the Communists have 
made political and propaganda capital out 
of the race issue. The United States has 
been held up before the nations of Africa 
and Asia as an example of intolerant 
practices and oppression of minorities.

That gives the lie to all the Russians’ 
loud blasts and should reveal them to 
Africans and Asiatics as they really are. 


The Kremlin heirarchy has built and 
maintains its power through oppression 
of all groups; especially the minorities. 
The Communist aristocracy is the ruling 
Class that exploits all others, destroying 
first their freedoms and then using them 
as beasts of burden for whatever chore 
the party decrees. Resistance is met with 
imprisonment or death. 


American minorities, although they 
may complain about some injustices, have 
freedom and the opportunity to work for 
their own betterment. Deliberate discrim- 
ination as such is disappearing with en- 
lightenment and as the principles of the 
American Constitution and the philosophy 
of the American system becomes better 
understood with each generation. 

The Communist system is built on hy- 
pocrisy and its intolerance extends to all 
groups except the ruling class of party 
members.

As far back as 
they know, they never had a 
*‘Chief’’ or any vestige of a tribal 
community. Yet they have a very 
strong race consciousness. 

In fact, when it comes to segre- 
gation, they really have it in 
that area. They have three sepa- 
rate school systems, three county 
farm agents, three home demon- 
stration agents. The white people, 
Indians and Negroes maintain 
complete separation in every way. 
They all seem to want it that 
way and are happy about it. 

There is even a fourth depart- 
ment of segregation. In the Smil- 
ing community of Robeson Coun- 
ty, N.C., is a school for ‘‘Inde- 
pendents.’’ This school is attended 
by children rejected by white 
schools, rejected by Indian 
schools, and refusing to attend 
Negro schools.

From it 
the Indian graduates have gone fo 
establish schools for their Indian 
relatives and today every Indian 
child is in school. However, they 
fiercely maintain their racial 
separateness. For generations 
they have been particularly adept 
at farming and worked mostly as 
tenants. However, in recent years 
more and more of them have pur- 
chased their own land and are in- 
dependent. 

It was interesting to me to 
know these Indians who are per- 
fectly content to live within their 
own bounds and maintain their 
own race. My guess is that in 
years to come they will rise to a 
stronger and more honored place 
in our country.

The commission is a creation 


of Congress given life in 1953. It 


was established ‘‘to study the proper role of the federal government 


in relation to the states and their 


political subdivisions.’’ Composed 


of 25 members appointed by the President, the President of the Sen- 
ate and the Speaker of the House, the commission was headed by 
Meyer Kestnbaum, president of Hart Schaffner & Marx. 


The work of the commission was 
ended this week when the body 
presented a 3ll-page printed re- 
port to the President and to the 
Congress. 


The report stresses that central- 
ization of government be kept at a 
minimum and state-local reésponsi- 
bility at a maximum, At the same 
time, the commission recognizes 
that because of the complexities of 
life today the national government 
has a primary responsibility in 
many economic and welfare mat- 
ters affecting the nation as.a 
whole, 


In calling for more vital govern- 
ment at the state level, the com- 
mission takes up some of the fac- 
tors which have served to reduce 
the effectiveness of state govern- 
ments. One of these factors is 
titled ‘‘Importance of Reapportion- 
ment.’’ And that’s where the coun- 
ty unit system comes in, though 
that device is not mentioned by 
the commission. 


Here's a part of what the com- 
mission says: 

‘Reapportionment should not be 
thought of solely in terms of a con- 
flict of interests between urban 
and rural areas. In the long run, 
the interests of all in an equitable 


system of representation that will . 


strengthen state government is far 
more important than any tempo- 


rary advantage to an area enjoy- 
ing over-representation. 


“The problem of reapportion- 
ment is important in the area of 
study of this commission because 
legislative neglect of urban com- 
munities hassled more and more 
people to look to Washington for 
more and more of the services and 
controls they desire. One of the 
study reports prepared by the corh- 
mission makes this very clear: 


“Tf states do not give their 


cities their rightful allocation of 


seats in the legislature, the terfd- 


ency will be toward direct federal- 


municipal dealings. These began 
in earnest in the early days of the 


depression. There is only one way 


to avoid this in the future. It is for 
the states to take an interest in 
government, in city needs. If they 
do not do this, the cities will find a 


path to Washington.

PSYCHOLOGY OF HUMOR 

Humor is based on social un- 
derstanding. A Robinson Cru- 
soe would not be very appre- 
ciative of jokes. 

And .serious-minded  intro- 
verts, such as scientists, engi- 
neers and musicians, react 
ferently from salesmen to the 
same jokes. 

Preoccupied people often are 
slow to catch on to quick word 
changes that are often the ba- 
sis for humor. 

The simplest form of humor 
is thus supposed to be the pun, 
which involves using words of 
the same sound but employing 
a different meaning. 

For example, the president 
of a men’s luncheon club in 
Ohio, recently introduced me 
by saying: 

“Gentlemen: This honor I 
have of introducing Dr. Crane 
makes ‘me feel like the firefly 
which backed into an electric 
fan—I am delighted no end.”’ 

Since he had sét the stage, 
I replied that I relish making 
my speaking trips except for 
the fact that when I return to 
my busy office in Chicago, I 
feel like the butcher who 
backed into his sausage ma- 
chine and thus got a little be- 
hind in his work. 


VULGARITY VS. HUMOR 


Some would-be humorists 
spout vulgar stories, at least 
in front of male audiences, for 
the men will laugh selfcon- 
sciously, if not from the wit. 

And even a moderate intima- 
tion of taboo subjects keys up 
the audience and produces 
greater laughter. 

Unfortunately, many modern 
playwrights are filling the le- 
gitimate stage with excess vul- 
garity and profanity, relying on 
the guffaws of half drunken 
spectators to prove their dia- 
logue gets results. 

A higher type of real humor 
is based on a surprise ending 
of the O. Henry sort where 
maybe the final word gives the 
unique twist to the preceding 
paragraph,

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, July 
1—President Tito and Prime 
Minister Jahawarlal Nehru joined 
today in an optimistic appraisa! 
of the world situation. They also 
claimed credit for contributing 
to the lessening of world tension 
through their espousal of a policy 
of active coexistence. 

Nehru warned that the peace 
potential must not be exagger- 
ated. He conceded also the ne- 
cessity of keeping military con- 


siderations in mind in critical 
world circumstances. Neverthe- 
less. ‘‘no wise person’’ can think 


of solving anything with military 
might, he said. 

‘That day is past and the com- 
ing of nuclear weapons has given 
the final burial to it,”’ the Indian 
leader declared. 

Nehru also expressed trust that 
the Big Four leaders, when they 
meet in Geneva later this month, 
would conduct their deliberations 
“with wisdom and forbearance 
and with the sole desire to esta- 
blish peace in this afflicted 
world.”’ 

Nehru and Marshal] Tito ex- 
changed toasts at a formal lunch- 
eon shortly after the Indian Prime 
Minister was given the freedom of 
the city of Belgrade as an hon- 
orary citizen.

Grand Jury Presentments 


HON. VIRLYN B. MOORE, 
JUDGE 
FULTON SUPERIOR COURT 

We, the Grand Jury for the 
May-June term 1955. of the Fulton 
Superior Court submit our pre- 
sentments. 

In these times of mounting living 
costs, the burden of taxation is a 
matter of increasing concern to all 
citizens. This is particularly true 
in the rapidly growing community 
of Atlanta and Fulton County, 
where urbanization and industrial 
expansion are bringing, along with 
new population and new wealth, 
demands for new and expanded 
governmental services all of which 
much be paid for by the people’s 
money, obtained by taxation, 
either direct or indirect. 

This Grand Jury has consulted) 
with the top officials of our city 
and county governments and has 
found them well aware of the in- 
creasingly difficult problem of 
keeping revenues and expenditures 
balanced in our increasingly com- 
plex community. 

As is generally known, our local 
governments furnish a wide va- 
riety of essential services and in| 
addition must finance a large! 
program of capital investment in 
expressways, school buildings and 
other permanent improvements. 

To obtain income for their over 
expanding needs, our city and 
county governments traditionally 
have relied upon ad valorem taxes 
on real estate and personal prop- 
erty for by far the larger part of 
their revenue. 

This Grand Jury is deeply con- 
cerned lest continued increases in 
ad valorem taxes, particularly on 
real estate, bring about a situation 
of diminishing returns. More spe- 
cifically, we fear that increasingly 
high real estate taxes will deter 
new construction, discourage new 
industry, and thereby throttle the 
growth of the Atlanta area. High 
taxeg will also result in curtail- 
ment of mortgage funds. Lending 
institutions are hesitant to supply 
mortgage money to areas where 
real estate must carry an un- 
reasonable tax burden. 

To assure the continued business 
and industrial growth of the At- 
lanta area, it is vital that ad 
valorem taxes on real estate and 
personal property not be permitted 
to soar unreasonably. We recom- 
mend earnestly that ways and 
means be sought and found to 
distribute more equably the neces- 
sary tax burden and to relieve the 
real estate taxpayer from having 
to foot more than his share of the 
bill for Atlanta’s progress. 

To hasten the achievement of 
this solution, this Grand Jury 
again proposes that a thorough 
study of the tax structure of the 
city and county be made within 
the present year by qualified, inde- 
pendent experts. 

COUNTY AND CITY 
GOVERNMENTS 

This Grand Jury is impressed 
by the efficiency and intelligent 
devotion to duty shown by _ the 
executive heads of our city and 
county governments. 

We especially commend County 
Manager A. E. Fuller for the 
efficient and intelligent manner in 
which he is conducting the county’s 
business. 

We also especially commend Mr. 
Stafford Graydon, Chief of the 
City Sanitary Department, and his 
associates, for the efficient oper- 
ation of that department and par- 
ticularly for working out methods 
by which a profit of more than 
$100,000 above expenses has been 
obtained over the past two years

We respectfully suggest that the

The Grand Jury commends At- 
lanta Police Chief Herbert Jenkins 
and his staff for their operation 
of the city jail and for the excellent 
appearance and intelligence shown 
by detectives and patrolmen who 
have appeared as Witnesses before 


it. We also commend Chief Jenkins

and his associates for the pro- 
gressive and intelligent manner in 
which they are dealing with the 
problems of crime in a growing 
city.’ 

We commend the staff of the 
Fulton County tower for the 
manner in which they are trying 
to cope with the many problems 
presented by inadequate and out- 
of-date facilities. The addition of 
four deputies at the Fulton Tower 
as authorized by the County Com- 
missioners will help provide the 
close supervision of prisoners re- 
quired in such crowded quarters. 

But the addition of any number 
of additional guards and deputies 
is only a stopgap. The only real 
permanent solution of Fulton Coun- 
ty’s serious jail problem is to build 
a new and adequate structure to 
replace the present Fulton Tower, 
which has served the county well 
for more than half a century. A 
model 1896 jail is no longer ade- 
quate nor suitable for a model

that they expedite such efforts. 

DEFENDANT'S TESTIMONY 

This Grand Jury joins with its 
immediate predecessor and others 
in urgently recommending that 
Georgia's law be changed so that 
a defendant may be called to testi- 
fy under oath and be available for 
cross examination. Georgia is now 
the only one of our 48 states in 
which a defendant is incompetent 
to testify. We believe this change 
would work toward greater justice 
for all. 
CONTRACTORS’ PERFORMANCE 

BONDS 

This Grand Jury, like many of 
its predecessors, has had before it 
several cages involving the de- 
frauding of home owners by con- 
tractors who failed to complete 
their contracts, including payment 
for materials used. For the purpose 
of protecting both home owners 
and responsible contractors, we 
join in the recommendations of 
previous Grand Juries that a law 


be t _ 
Juries that the announced plans. enacted requiring contractors to 


for a new jail be put into 
and that a modern jail, with 
exercise and work facilities, be’ 
constructed without further delay 
at a site which the time of con- 
struction appears most economical 
and feasible to the County Com- 
missioners. 

Our committee was greatly im- 
pressed by the cleanliness and ef- 
ficiency shown at Bellwood camp. 
We commend Director A. T. Mc- 
Donald, Warden Carl Mills and 
their staff for the manner in which 
they are conducting the county’s 
work camps. We feel that the plan 
of issuing a certificate of honorable 
discharge to prisoners who have 
conducted themselves well, as in- 
stituted in the Fulton County work! 
camps, is a very worthwhile move 
toward helping a prisoner who has 
completed his sentence find a use- 
ful place in society. 


SENTENCE, PROBATION 
AND PAROLE 


The members of this Grand 
Jury, like all decent people, were 
deeply shocked by the news last 
week of the murder of a child 
near Rome, Ga., by a paroled sex 
criminal, It is the thought of this 
Grand Jury that the incidence of 
such revolting and tragic crimes 
can be reduced by more realistic 
meting out of sentence and more 
intelligent handling of probation 
and paroles. As Georgia’s law now 
stands, it is the responsibility of 
the jury to fix the penalty for a 
person convicted of a crime. Under 
our indeterminate sentence law, 
which does not permit the jury to 
have knowledge of the past record, 
it any, of a defendant whom it 
convicts of a crime, there is a 
tendency to show undue leniency 
toward persons with criminal 
records and, conversely, there is a 
danger that undue severity may 
be shown toward first offenders. 

We therefore join in the recom- 
mendation of past grand juries 
that the General Assembly change 
Georgia’s law to provide for the 
judge, who can have full informa- 
tion about past records, to fix the 
penalty after the jury has returned 
a guilty verdict. We believe this 
will lead to a much fairer practice 
of having the sentence fit the 
crime. 

While we realize that it is mod- 
ern humane prison practice to 
emphasize rehabilitation and re- 
turn to useful society of persons 
convicted of crime, we also realize 
that society must protect itself 
against those who cannot be re- 
habilitated. Therefore, we recom- 
mend to the pardoning and parole 
authorities that they exert the 
utmost diligence to see that 
pardons and paroles are granted 
only those who are properly re- 
habilitated and not simply to make 
room for others in overcrowded 
prison and hospital facilities. 


In connection with the rehabili- 
tation of convicts, our committee 
earnestly recommends that the 
State Department of Corrections 
devise some plan under which 
prisoners could earn small but 
reguiar sums of money for use 
upon their release. As the situation 
now stands, a prisoner has no op- 
portunity for being gainfully em- 
ployed while serving his time and, 
unless he has private resources or 
outside assistance faces the possi- 
bility of returning to society in a 
financially destitute condition, 
which could lead him to commit 
further crime. We feel that it would 
greatly assist prisoners to rehabili- 
tate themselves if an opportunity to 
earn and save money while serving 
their terms could be provided. We 
are informed by the Director of 
the Department of Corrections that 
he and his associates are keenly

AUTO TITLE LAW 


Much of the time of this Grand 
Jury has been taken up with cases 
involving auto thefts, We feel that 
the present laxity in auto title 
registrations creates a climate 
favorable to auto thievery. We 
earnestly join in the recommenda- 
tions of previous Grand Juries 
that a strong auto title registration 
law be enacted. ’ 

SEX CRIMES AND PERVERSION 

This Grand Jury has been im- 
pressed with the evidence before 
it which indicates that increase in 
sex crimes and perversion is one 
of the distressing problems of in- 
creasing urbanization. We have 
looked diligently, so far as possible, 
into ways and means of amelio- 
rating this condition. We have con- 
sulted not only with law enforce- 
ment and prison officials but also 
with one of the most eminent and 
experienced psychiatrists of this 
region. 

On the basis of information ob- 
tained we urge that the law en- 
forcement officials continue their 
diligent drive to apprehend sex 
criminals and to close gathering 
spots of homosexuals and sex 
diviates. This Grand Jury com- 
mends the Atlanta Police Depart- 
ment and the Police Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen for actions 
against two alleged homosexual 
gathering spots last month, at 
which time we issued a special 
presentment on this subject. 

We also join in the recommenda- 
tion of March-April Grand Jury 
that Georgia’s laws covering sex 
crimes be strengthened as outlined 
in that jury’s presentments. 

SOLICITOR GENERAL 

We commend Solicitor General 
Paul Webb and his associates for 
the energetic and intelligent man- 
ner in which they endeavor to see 
that offenders against our laws are 
brought to justice. We thank them 
for the assistance given us.
